Regarding independent claim 1, each of the transforms has embedded 
therein intuitive actions taken by actual operators of the system to provide 
setpoints for an associated condition, and wherein each of the transforms is 
operable to determine if the predetermined and associated condition exists in the 
system, which would warrant an associated setpoint being set; processing the 
measured select operating parameters through the associated transforms to 
determine for each of the transforms if the associated condition is present; and 
providing to the operator an indication that the condition associated with any of 
the transforms is present and for which transform; and suggesting to the 
operator the setpoint to be set for the associated indication and a suggested 
value thereof, in combination with the other elements and features of the claimed 
invention.
